SCHOOL GARDENING. 
A very progressive step was taken 
by the authorities of the Albany pub­ 
lic schools when it was decided 
to 
use the city's vacant property aroand 
the school for gardens to be worked 
by the students. 
This step has the endoresment of 
no less a distinguished educator and 
public man than Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
commissioner of education in the de­ 
partment of the interior of the United 
States government 
In an interview 
with Dr. Claxton from the department 
the Daily found the following today: 
***** For four millions of these there 
there is access t& back yards, 
side 
yards, front yards and vacant ¿ota, 
which might be cultivated as small 
gardens for the growth of vegetables 
and small fruits. 
Many live 
wnere 
space could be easily had for chick­ 
ens, ducks, or pigeons. 
And there 
are less than 6,000,000 older boys and 
girls and adult men and women for 
whom an hour or two of work each 
day in a garden w'ould be the host 
form of recreation and rest from the 
routine of their daily labor in office 
or shop or mill or mine, and who 
might easily find the time for It. 
"With some 
intelligent 
direction, 
these school children and older boys 
and girls and men and women might 
easily produce on the available land 
an average of $75 each in vegetables 
and fruits for their own tables or for 
sale in their immediate neighborhood; 
fresh and crisp through all the grow­ 
ing months and wholesomely canned 
and preserved for use in winter. This 
would add $750,000,000 ■ to the 
Dost 
form of food supply of the country 
without cost of transportation or stor-, 
age and without profits of middlemen, 
The estimate is very conservative, as 
has been shown by many experiments. 
"In addition to the economic profits, 
there would be for the children health 
and strength, removal from temptation 
to vice, and education of the best type; 
and for older persons, rest and recrea­ 
tion In the open air and the joy of 
watching things grow. 
“This might all be attained at com­ 
paratively little cost by putting ipto 
the public schools for every hundred 
children between the ages of 9 and 16, 
one teacher skilled in gardening and 
paid for all the year. One such teach­ 
er could easily direct the work of 
100 children, and of the 150 older per­ 
sons belonging to the families 
of 
these children or living in their com­ 
munity. Thus 40,000 teachers of this 
kind would be sufficient for the en­ 
tire count ry. 
These teachers might 
had for an average addttion- 
1500 or ft total of $20,-

concerning the barred zone, broke 
off diplomatic relations, and more­ 
over, requested other neutral pow­ 
ers to join in this course of ac­ 
tion.

sibility it was not only the right 
but also the duty of the govern­ 
ment to take measures in time to 
counter-balance the joining of an 
additional ally on the aide of our 
enemies. 
"The imperial minister to Mexico 
was therefore instructed about the 
middle of January to offer an al­ 
liance to the Mexican government 
and arrange the details. In case the. 
United States should declare war 
against us.

“anti-treason” act and is as follows: 
"Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House 
of 
Representatives 
of

United States of America in Congress 
assembled. 
That 
any 
person 
who 
knowingly and willfully deposits or 
causes to be deposited for conveyance 
in the ttiail or for delivery from any 
post office or by any letter carrier any 
letter, paper, writing, print, missive, 
or. doepment containing any threat to 
’ake the life of or to inflict bodily 
harm upon the president of the U nit­ 
ed States, or who knowingly and will­ 
fully otherwise makes any shell threat 
agaibst the president, shall upon con­ 
viction be fined not exceeding $1,000 
or imprisonm ent not exceeding five 
vears or both.”
